And 
uch impreſſions were thereby made uton 
them, that they are related to have been at 
0 | their devot ions three times a day. Buxtorf 
tells us, that they nad three ſtated times 
of prayer, in the evening, in the morn- 
ing, and the night-ſeaſon f. Adding more- 
[ over, that they ſay, theſe had their origi- 
nal from the three great patriarehs; the 
morning prayer having been inſtituted by 
Abraham,' that of the evening by 1/aac, 
and that in the night-ſcaſon by Jacob. 
But this much we are ſure of, that the 
royal pſalmiſt teſtifies this to have been 
his practice (and which therefore. was 
not improbably the practice of others tos).

the Lord ſhall fave me: evening; morn- 
ing, and at noon, will 1 pray, and cry 
aloud, and he ſhall hear my voice. Fo 
Daniel kneeled.upon his knees three times a 
day, and prayed, and gave thanks before 
his God *. Such were the inſtances of de- 


ot ion, recorded and tranſinittedto us from 


theſe times. And, beſides their private 
deuotions at home, and what ſacrifices they 
offered at the temple by God's own appoint 
ment, they had alſo their ſynagogues (it is 
ſufficiently known), where they met to offer 
up their ſolemn devotions, and to hear the 
law. and the prophets read and expoundet - 


10 them. Bertram b teaches, that theſe 


ſynagogues anſwered exattly to the eccle- 
de of the Lovites and Pro- 
phets, that were firſt inſtituted without | 
Jerufalem, by Joſhua and Samuel, © Si- 
gonius conceives, that they were firſt built 
inthetimeof the captivity, whentheJews

They have burnt up all the ſynagogues of 


God in the land; nor withwhat is related e, 
that ix Vereduy apyaiuy, from antient

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times, or the primitive generations, Moſes 
Rath them that preach him, in every city, 
being read in the ſynagogues every ſab- 
bath-day : for, according to theſe words, 
they. ſeem not only to have had ſynagogues 
X&T% Y, in every city, but more an- 
tient i too, than only from the captivity. 
And, beſides thoſe in the reſt of their cities 
throughout Paleſtine, Sigonius, but now 
named, teſtifies, that it is recorded, in the 


| commentaries of the Hebrews, that in 


Jeruſalem alone there were four hundred 
 ſpnagogues : which ſhews the great Seal 
and concern that people then had for the 
worſbip of God. 5 
And ſince the publication of our religion, 
not only the diſciples of our Saviour, but 
our Lord himpelf, the bleſſed Author of it, 
_ was/1rgularly obſervant of this duty: who 
wot — ro/e up a great while before day to 
pray a, but withdrew, and prayed once at 
lealt, à whole night together b, falling 
upon his face and praying e, praying three 
times, and ſaying the ſame words d; and 
in his agony prayed more earneſtly, till in 
Lis great zeal he fell into a fiweat,andthat

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10 common feweat, but ſuch as became like 
drops of blood falling down to the ground d. 
and not only left his own example for his 
followers to imitate ; but over and over re- 
quired them to pray b; to pray, and not to 
faint e; to take heed, watch and pray d; 
to watch and pray always ©; to ask, arid 
ſeek, and knock f; and beſides gave them 
a ſet form of prayer, to be uſed by them in 
their addreſſes to Almighty God. And, 
ever ſince, his church has held itſelf bound, 
both to return to him their moſt humble 
thanks and praiſes for our redemption by 
him, and all the ineſt:meole bleſſings we 

partake of through him, and to offer 5 their 
conſtant eber f an 15 upplications f ar the © 
ood things they ſtood in need of : and this 

from day? to day 3, and, in the Apoſile's exe 

preſſion, without ceaſing bd. And how can 
any, who profeſs rhemjelves Chriſtians, 
think to excuſe themſelves, if they follow 
not ſuchgloriousexamples,as por tunit ies 
offer themſelves? 

In the firſt place, we ſhould all get our- 
ſelves fo warmed with a Zeal for God s 
Luke xxii.

toe ſach a ſerious poſture and diſpoſition 
For devotion, as that we may readily be- 
| take ourſelves thereto upon all occaſions ; 
that if we labour under temptations, or be 
\ encompaſſed withgriefs and ſorrows, or be 
| | expoſed ta fears and dangers, or have un- 
| | happily fallen into any ſin, or upon any 
| other emergency, we may preſently make 
| our application to our mighty Saviour and 

Deliverer; and on the other hand, when 
wwe have been made partakers of any ſingu- 

lar bleſſings, we may joyfully return him 

our moſt | praiſe and thankſgivings. 

Conſonantly to this ſenſe, it is ſaid of the 

righteous, i. e. the good and charitable man, 

that heis ever merciful, and lendeth a; e- 
. Cauſe he is always inclined to it, whenever 
he has ability, and meets with a fit oppor- 
tunity, and a proper objett of his kindneſs. 
So ſtould we all be always in a preparation 
for this moſt neceſſary duty, that, upon every 
proper occaſion for it, we may not be back- 
ward, in pouring forth our ſouls to the God 
of our ſalvation. We muſt continually 
remember ourſelyes, as under his good Pro- 
vidence, and fly to him for ſhelter and

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aſſiſtance in all our ſtreights and dangers, 
and for a ſupply of the good things he ſees 
to be neceſſary for us. Clemens Alexandri- 
nus affirms, that if ſome appoint certain 
determinate hours for prayer, the third for 
inſtance, the ſixth, and the ninth; the 


knowing wan, that is, the good Chriſtian, 


the perſon of attainment in religion and 


virtue, wap ov eu Toy Sior, prays 
all his life long, hattening to be preſent 
with God by prayer a. And this perhaps 
might be our Saviour's intent in St. Luke b, 
where he directs to pray, e wavti xaips, 
at every ſcaſon: which phraſe, conſidered 
with reſpect to the context, may yet poſſibly 
mean, upon every aypearance of danger : 
for thus muſt the pious Chriſtian be diſpoſed 
to fue to God at all-times, by ſhewing him 
ſelf ready to do it, whenſoever he ſees-a 
ſuitable opportunity, and a proper occaſion 
for his prayers ; following the direction of 


Fe. Paul e: Be careful tor nothing; but 


in every thing, by ptayers and ſupplica- 
tions, with thaukſgivings, let your re- 
queſts be made known unto God. And

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fion, ty marr! xaipp, at every ſeaſon, with 
all prayer and ſupplication in the ſpirit, 
and watching thereunto with all perſeve- 
rance. Agreeably hereto, amongſt the frag- 
ments of the anſwers aſcribed to St. Poly- 
carp by Feuardentius 2, we read, the Apoſtle 
St. Paul ſays, I die daily ; whereas it is 
impoſſible, that a man ſhould every day die 
a death, by which this life is ended at once; 
but, becauſe he was continually prepared 
to lay down his life for the Goſpel, in this 
ſenſe he profeſſed himfelf to die daily. 
And thus muſt we all be ſure to pray al- 
ways, by having got our hearts into ſuch 
à ſerious and devout diſpoſution, as that we 
may be fit to make our ſupplications to Al- 
mighty God upon every incitement to it, in 
all conditions, and at all hours and ſeaſons, 
1 Wwhenmatters and circumſtances call for it. 

I In the ſecond place, ſuch a diſpoſition of 
mind, as this, will put us upon frequent 
14 ejaculations, and earneſt addreſſes, to God, 

2 all accidents; that, when we cannot 

\ at liberiy to ſequeſter ourſelves from our

ve. and ſome very fervent, tho brief, requeſts

mn his worldly buſineſs, by the intermixture 
, of ejaculatory ſu;plications, as may teſtify 

. His continual ſenſe of God's ſovereigntyover

ut he ſtands in of his mercy. Be his occaſions 
4. ever ſo urgent, they cannot prevent his

* upon what he is about, for pardon of bis 
1, ſins, the aſſiſtance of the Holy Spirit, or 


other good things either for himſelf or 
others, If webenot wanting to our ſelves,

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| we maybe perſuaded, as Clemens Alex. 
peaks, a that God is always with us; may 


praiſe him, when at the plough; and ſing 
hymns to him, whilſt under fail : and 
may at every turnbreathe forth ſome devout 
and holy requeſts to God for what we want, 
a return of praiſe and thankſgivings for 
what we have received, or a penitential 
ſigh or petition upon reflection on our ſins. 
Whilſt we are at ſtudy, at work, at our 
meats, or lying down, or riſing up, or go- 
ing forth, or returning home, are buying, 
or felling, or otherwiſe taking care, either 
of ourſelves or others ; where-ever we be, 
or however employed, it will be no impedi- 
ment to any of our concerns, will obſtruct 
none of our deſigns, will take us off from 
no buſineſs, nor will coſt us any pains, to 
lift up our eyes and our hearts toGod, and 
to beg of him, that he will be graciouſly 
pleaſed to relieve us in all difficulties and, 
to bleſs ourſelves,together with whatſoever 
belongs to us. It will be no interruption 
to our endeavours, for any of us to cry, The 
Lord be merciful to me a ſinner, upon 4 
thought of his own unworthineſs; The 
Lord bleſs and proſper me, when engaged

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in any important deſign ; The Lord 
ſave me, when in any fear or danger; 
The Lord deliver me, when under any 
calamity ; The Lord ſtrengthen and aſſiſt 
me, when aſſaulted with a temptation ; 
The Lord be praiſed, for any mercies 
received; The Lord give me patience, 
when under any croſſes and diſappoint- 
ments; The Lord direct me, when on any 
difficulty ; The Lord extricate me, when. 
fears and forrows, grief and anguiſh, ſnares 
and miſchief, have taken hold of him. 
This is to pray fine agmine verborum, as 
Tertullian expreſſes ita, without a train 
or retinue of words; and yet is an addreſs 
well-pleaſing to God: and theſe and the 
like are ſo many ſeveral occaſions for the 
ſeriouſly diſpoſed Chriſtian to have his foul 
mount up towards Heaven in ſome fuch holy 
reflections and deſires, as theſe I have in- 
ſtanced in; whrech, as they are no way 

troubleſome and uneaſy, becauſe they are 
the genuine effett of a truly pious temper 

of mind, ſo do they tend very much to 

animate and enliven our endeavours, and © 

to make themthe more ſucceſsful ; and are 
that ſort of prayers, in which we may be, 
© rs above

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above all others, moſt inceſſant : or, if theſe 
applications be ſomewhat longer than here 
2 fied, yet, if made in proper vacancies, 
and when other engagements give way for 
them, I can ſee no manner of objection 
againſt them. = . 
Nor is this only à ſacrifice highly ac- 
ceptable to Almighty God, but likewiſe 
ſuch as, if duly attended to, would prove 
ſmgularly uſeful and beneficial to ourſelues; 
inaſmuch as, did we but upon all occaſions 
thus apply to God for his protection and 
Help; had we but ſome good ejaculations 
in our mouths, as ſoon as we awake in the 
morning, and again, when we ariſe out 
e our Gods: and at night, when we firſt 
lie down, and again, when we compoſe our- 
ſetves to ſleep; and throughout the day did 
| we dart up ſome requeſt to God upon every 
US emergency; and when we obſerve nothing 
WF elſe to excite us to it, aid we but follow 
Biſhop Taylor's advice, and in few words 
call upon God whenever we hear the Clock 
ſtrike, or as much oftener as we pleaſe ; 
beſides, that this would be a very proper 
method for obtaining God's bleſſing upon 
ourſelves, and whatſoever belongs to us, I

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can moreover aſſure any one, it would be 
found extremely advantageous, both for 
encouraging us in à continual dependence 
upon God, and jo far eaſing us, ina great 
meaſure, of the cares and troubles, croſſes 
and vexations of this life, and farther, 
for remmaing us of God's omnipreſence, to 

whom we thus addreſs ourſelves ; and 
hence for ſpurring us on to the performance 
of our duty in general, by engaging us to 
behave ourſebves continually, as in his 
ſaght. : 1 = 

Zet are not theſe ſufficient of themſelues 
to anſwer our obligations to the duty I am 
here recommending ; but in the third place, 
beſides theſe frequent ejaculatory addreſſes 
to our good and gracious God, we muſt be 
ſure to have alſo our fixed and tated times 
of prayer. And the truth is, our moſt 
proper method of worſhiping God is in our 
ſet and more ſolemn devotions, when we 
retire from the world, and come into God's 
more immediate preſence, to pour out our 
complaints before him, and to ſhew him of 
our trouble, to declare our wants, confeſs 
our fins, implore his pardon and forgive- 
neſs, and the aſſiſtance of his Holy Spirit 
to overcome them ; to praife him for w 
on MY? good.

goodneſs, and to intercede alſo for others 
beſide ourſelves. Thus are we. conti- 
nually to make prayers, ſupplications, inter- 
ceſſions, and giving thanks for all men; for 
* and all that need our prayers, 
whereby to recommend us and them to the 
Divine bene ſicence, and, by a ſacred inter- 
courſe with Heaven, to bring down moſt 
zneſtimable bleſſings upon us. And here

we, who are ſanctified by baptiſm, may 
perſevere as we have begun; this we daily 
pray for, for we have need of daily ſan- 
ctification. And again, b We exhort with 

all the earneſtneſs we can, that we neyer 
| ceaſe to join together with all the people 
in faſtings, watchings, and prayers. - Let 
us diligently perſiſt in our daily groans, 
and often repeated ſolicitations z for theſe

that we may be wholly at liberty to plead 
with our God, and importunately ſolicit 
his favour ; which unleſs we do every day, 
the intervals and chaſms betwixt our * 


vot ions will be jo large, that they can no 


longer be ſaid to be, as the Apoſtle requires 
they ſhould be, without ceaſing a. How 
much of each day is to be ſet apart by every 
one, for this purpoſe, cannot be determined 
by any general rule, becauſe of the great 

variety of perſons, circumſtances, and man- 
ner of living ; their health, their occupa- 

tions, the difficulties they have to ſtruggle 
with, and the time that is talen up by them; 
ſome having far more leiſure at their com- 
mand than others, and the very ſame per- 
ſon not finding himſelf always in the ſame 
diſpoſition for prayer, nor having always 
the ſame occaſion, nor the ſame opportunities 
for it. However, ſo much of our time we 
oug ht to ſeparate from common uſe, as that 
the duty may be performed at leaſt twice 
every day. Thoſe, whoſe occaſions will 
permit them, may do it oftener: but every 
one ſhould be ſure to do it thus often.

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This, I think, may more than probably 
be inferred from thoſe ſacrifices, which 


were offered under the law ; which, being 


repeated twice every day, were therefore 
called vnn mg, the continual burnt-offer- 
ing: 2 Now this is that which thou ſhalt 
offer upon the altar; two lambs of the 
firſt year, day-by-day continually ; the one 
lamb thou. ſhalr offer in the morning, and 
the other lamb thou ſhalt offer in the even; 
and this ſhall be your conrinual burnt- 
offering d. For [0 it follows in ver. 42. 
Now I cannot fee, how our ſervices can 
in like manner be ſaid to be continual, if 
we be not at leaſt as conftant in them, 
as the Jews were in their oblations. And 
perhaps onereaſon, why it is not more par- 
ticularly decided in the New Teſtament, 


how often in @ day God expects this duty 


from us, might be, becauſe theſe ſacrifices 
being ſpecialtypes of our Saviour, and his 
worſhip, might ſeem ent to inform us, 


| that nothing leſs than this will be accepted 


under the Goſpel. But, whether this be jo

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of not, it is certain, their attendance both

And I cannot apprehend, 
how we can be ſaid to pray always, or in- 
ceſſantly, if we needleſly abſent ourſelves

Whereſ0- 
ever Cd grants peculiar advantages of 
ſerving and honouring him, we ought to 
believe, that he looks for an anſweravle im-

Hereby in- 
forming us, that Almighty God, whois 
ever ready to hear the ſingle prayers of de- 
cout and holy ſouls, is more eſpecially at- 
teutive to ſich as come from a whole body 
of ſupplicants. And accordingly theſe peti- 
tious the antient Chriſtians believed [6 
agli prevalent, that they needed not 


doubt of his favour and bleſſing, whenthey 


came thus to beleaguer Heaven with the 
united force of a whole congregation. Co- 
imus in coetum & congregationem, /ays 
Tertullian b;. We aſſemble and meet to- 
gether, that, approaching God, as it were by 
troops, we may the more po erfully ſue to 
him for his favour; this being a ſort of vio- 
lence, that is very pleaſing and acceptable to 
kim. In like manner St. Cyprian® reaches, 
Quicquid petitur a cunctis, Deum pacis pa- 

citicis exhiberc ; that the God of peace will 
deny nothing to the peacemakers , &c. pro- 
wided it be asked by all in a general aſſem- 
bly. And again d, If two agreeing to-

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gether can do ſo much, what might an 
agreement betwixt all produce? If all the 
brethren had united in that peace, which 
our Lord had given, they had before this

For many even of the leaſt, 
ſays St. Ambroſe, when gathered toge- 
ther with one conſent, are made great; 
and it is impoſſible, that the prayers of 
many ſhould not ſucceed. As Origen Þ, 
alſo diſcourſing of the place of prayer, con- 
ctives, that when men rightly aſſemble 
themſclves, there is a double congregation 
of petitioners, namely, the perſons thus met 


_ Doſe to attend ſuch aſſemblies, and to back 
and preſs their ſupplications. But in this 
all agree, that if we can hope to pleaſe 
God, and procure his bleſſing, when we 
pray to him more privately, much rather 
may we, when we dul) join with the con- 
gregation. And before all theſe St. Igna- 
tiuse argues thus: If the prayer of one 
or two be of ſuch efficacy, how much

And no wonder, if theſe kind of ad- 
dreſſes be ſingularly acceptable to Almighty 
Goda, ſince they are for his honour, and 
our own advantage; for herein we worſhip 
him as members of his Church, and ordi- 
narily our devotions are warmer, aud more 
lively, than when we are alone: we, in a 
more remarkable manner, maintain that 
communion of ſaints, whereof we make 
profeſſion in our Creed; we follow our © 
Saviour s direction, wo as taught us to 
pray, not, My Father, but Our Father, 
which art in Heaven; and the practice of 
his Apoſtles, who all continued with one 
accord in prayer and ſupplication b, and on 
the day of Pentecoſt, were ail with one © 
accord in one placec, and of many of the 
diſciples, ub d were gathered together 
praying, when Ft. Peter, being miraculouſly 
releaſed out of priſon, came and acquainted 
them uith the wonderful manner of his de- 
liverance : we have the holy angels preſent 
with us, according to St. Paule; For this 
caule ought the woman to have power

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on her head, or perhaps to have a weil 
on her head, in token of her husband's 
power over her, Jia rh ayſirwr, becauſe 
of the angels; the holy angels being then 
believed to be preſent with us, either as 
miniſtring ſpirits, ent forth for the good 
of ſuch as are there aſſembled, or elſe as 
members of the Church triumphant, ſtoop- 
ing to bear a part with us intheſe ſolemni- 
ties: and laſtly, hereby we do our parts 
towards maintaining a ſenſe of God inthe 
World, letting our light ſhine before men, 
and reminding both ourſelves, and others, 
of his power and ſovereignty, and the duty 
we all owe to him. 
 IWhereas, onthe contrary, the neglecting 
thus to aſſemble ourſelves, is not only a diſ- 
reſpect to thoſe who do it, and a ſt:ghting 
the authority of the Church, which dire fs 
it; but it is a heinous affront to Almighty 
God, aud a great diſhonour to our moſt 
holy religion, whoſe credit and reputatron 


cannot be upheld in the world, without a | 


viſible profeſſion of it. Perſons may be 
very ſerious and devout alone, and may 
obtain many bleſſings from Ged, according 
to thoſe words of our Saviour; * When

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thou prayeſt, thou ſhalt not be like the 
hypocrites; for they love to pray ſtanding 
in the 2 ſynagogues, and in the corner of 
the ſtreets, that they may be ſeen of men. 
Bur when thou prayeſt, enter into thy 
cloſct, and, when thou haſt ſhut the door, 
pray tothy Father, which is in ſecret; and 
thy Father, which ſeeth in ſecret, ſhall 
reward thee openly. Ve may, I jay, 
perform an accertable ſervice to God, and 
obtain many bleſſmgs from him, by worſhip- 
ing him in private, when we habe not an 
opportunity of doing it more ſolemnly. But 
yet it muſt be owned, that iheſe decotions 
are faulty, whenſzever they ſtand in com- 
petition with, and are an hindrance to, 
ſuch as ſhould have been more public. 
And if the requeſts we thus make to G 
are not anſwered, poſſibly one reaſon of it

to be meant here of the proper places for religious worſhip; 
for what hurt could it be to pray to God in buildings 
erected purely for the ſervice of God, as the Jewiſb ſyna- 
gogues were?

| png re Always, /ays Maimonides, 
as 1 find him cited by Mr. Thorndike a, 
Always let a man go morning and evening 
to the ſynagogue; for his prayer is not 
heard always, but in the ſynagogues; and 
he who dwelleth in a city, where there 
is a ſynagogue, and prayeth not there 
with the congregation, this is he that is 
called a bad neighbour. © And well may he 
be called a bad neighbour (ſays this great 
© man) that will not lend his neighbour's 
« prayers the ſirength of his own ; but 
« himſelf findeth the fruit of his own bad 
« neighbourhood, when his own prayers 
e want the aſſiſtance of his neighbour's. 
The Church is one in faith, and one in 
love; to this purpoſe, that all that hold 
the unity of it, may find the ſtrength 
i the whole, in the effett of their own 
*« prayers. This is that one ſhoulder, and 
&« that one lip, of the prophet Zephaniah ; 
« one ſhoulder to croud into God's ſervice, 
« and one lip to praiſe him with. This 
Of Religious Aſſemblies, c. vi. 
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&« is that one mountain of God in the pro- 
«* phet Iſaiah, unto which he foretelleth, 
« that all nations ſhould flow.” And thus 
we are all to approve ourſekyes to God, by 
4 conſtant attendance at the houſe of 
prayer, according as we meet with ſuit - 
able opportunity for it. gs os ol 
One thing more I have alſo to recom- 
mend to the devout Chriſtian; and that is, 
that he be urgent and unwearied in his 
petitions, and do not give over, but * you 
them from time to time, till our good ana 
gracious God condeſcends to give a favour- 
able anſwer : he muſt not ſuffer his heart 
to faint, but muſt continue inſtant in 
prayer a, endeavouring by this reſtleſs im- 
portunity to prevail * thoſe good things, 
which were not 7 'be had upon eafier 
terms. He miſt labour to work in him- 
ſelf ſuch a ſenſe of God's infinite goodneſs, 
that he may not be diſcouraged, tho he 
watt ſome time to get his requeſt granted: 
and, for his ſupport herem, he may re- 
member, that the moſt abſolute and moſt 
comfortable promiſes of being heard, are 
made to the impor tunate ſuiters: ſo that 
howſoever others do obtain mercies, theſe 
. Rom. xii, 12. 
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may be ſure not to go without them; as is 
ſufficiently intimated m the parable of the 
diſtreſſed widow, who, taking no denial, 
perſiſted in her mtreaties, until the unjuſt 
judge, wearied with her complaints, re- 
fobued, tho not for her fake, or the juſtice 
of her cauſe, yet out of pity to himſelf, tg 
do her right, that ſhe might no longer re- 
main à trouble to hima. Or, if this pa- 
rable be nat enough of itſelf to engage us 
all to pray, and not to faint, our bleſſed 
Saviour, in his ſermon on the mount, gives 
as the greateſt aſſurance of being heard, if 
we do not forbear to reiterate and preſs 
our ſupplication d; Ask, and ye ſhall re- 
ceive; ſcek, and ye ſhalt find; knock, 
and it ſhall be opened nnto you. Where, 
by au excellent gradation, he invites and 
encourages us to take no repulſe ; but if we 
4o nat receive upon the firſt asking, or find 
upon the firſt ſeeking, yet to go on, and 
continue knocking ; and then we need not 
doubt, but they whoare thus frequent and 
earneſt in their prayers, ſhall have the 
treaſures of Heu ven opened, and a full ſup- 
ply poured down upon them for all their 
neceſſities. To this purpoſe, St. Cyprianc

bl  exhorts 
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exhorts the prieſts and deacons of his 
Church of Carthage, to beg mercy of God 
from the bottom of their hearts, and with 
their whole ſoul, asking that they may re- 
ceive; and withal, that if there ſhould be any 
delay, and the heinouſneſs of their ſins 
ſhould with-hold the fulfilling their de- 
ſires, they would then knock; inaſmuch 
as to him that knocks ſhall be opened, 
only upon condition that knocking be 
with prayers, ſighs, and tears, which are 
to be perſiſted in, notwithſtanding any 
diſcouragement the petitioner may meet 
with. Nor is this advice leſs proper for 
ourſelves ; who cannot but oftentimes find 
it neceſſary, in order to geting our pe- 
titions granted, to ſeek to God from da 
to day, reſolving not to deſiſt, till he ſhall 
be prevailed with to lend us a gracious 
ear. Sometimes he is eaſily intreated to 
diſpenſe his favours, and then our duty is 
thankfully to admire and praiſe him for 
ſuch his goodneſs: but when he thinks fit 
to hold back his hand, he thereby informs 
us, that we have not ſufficiently made our 
requeſts before him, and ought therefore to 
pe rſiſt in, and enforce them, all we can, 
as we would not miſs of what we ſue for.

The INTRODUCTION); 

Being a Perſuaſive to frequent Communion, 
from the great Sin and Danger of neg- 
leking the holy Ordination. 


Los I is no wonder, that men who 
are not ſerious in the buſineſs of 
religion, and who frequent the 
Church only in compliance with 
the faſhion of the world, and in 
obedience to an eſtabliſhed cuſtom, ſhould 
neglect one of the greateſt advantages of the 
Chriſtian life, the frequent receiving the holy 
ſacrament of Chriſt*s body and blood: but that 
Chriſtians, otherwiſe very devout, and not 
lawfully hinder'd, who have the fear of God 
before * eyes, and who aim at pleaſing him 
in all their actions, ſhould ever turn =: 
acks 
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to commemorate the meritorious ſacrifice of the 
death of Chriſt, ſhould refuſe to give ſuch an 
eaſy inſtance of a thankful heart, is matter of 
the greateſt aſtoniſhment ; becauſe they there- 
by neglect the moſt effectual means of grace, 
and overlook the beſt method of attairing 
what they ſincerely purpoſe and defire. 

This bad conduct can proceed from nothin 
but the want of a true ſenſe of the indiſpenſable 
neceſſity of performing this duty, and the 
| heinous guilt of neglecting it. Their minds 


danger of being unworthy communicants; but 
they never ſuffer their thoughts to dwell on the 
great hazard they run, the abominable guilt 
they incur, 1n neglecting to obey ſo important 
a command of their Saviour. They are afraid, 
leſt they ſhould receive unworthily, and ſo eat 
and drink damaation to themſelves: and there- 
fore they chuſe not to receive at all, imagin- 
ing that they have by that means eicaped all 
danger, and are intirely innocent. To correct 
this dangerous error, I think it neceſſary to 
ſet before them a true repreſentation of this 
ſin, with all its aggravations and ill conſe- 
quences; that they may ſee, how dreaitul and 
horrible a thing it is, to abſent themſelves wil- 
fully from this heavenly banquet. 
_ Firſt, then, it is deſpiſing a poſitive con- 
mand of our Saviour Feſus Chriſt, the Author 
of our religion: for that our Saviour has

brance of me : by which, as the holy apoſtles 
were obliged to bleſs, and break, and give the 
bread, and diſtribute the wine, to all that 


joined with them in this holy ſervice ; fo were 


all Chriſtians hereby engaged to receive from 
them, and their ſucceffors, thoſe ſymbols of 
Chriſt's body and blood. By this precept the 
communion of Chriſt's body and blood, as 
repreſented by bread and wine in the holy 
ſacrament, is made the ſtanding memorial 
of his death and ſufferings, in all Chriſtian 
aſſemblies, to the end of the world. They 
therefore, who never come to this holy com- 
munion, defpife this poſitive command of 
their Redeemer; his laſt dying command, 
when he was about to lay down his life for our 
ſakes; which therefore onght to have been 
received with the greateft reſpect, and obeyed 

with the moſt religious veneration. 
Secondly, they neglect that part of the 
divine worſhip, by which Cbriſtians are in a 
peculiar manner diſtinguiſhed from men of all 
other religions. The Heathens and Mahome- 
taus offer up prayers and praiſes to God; by 
the light of nature they apply themſelves to 
infinite power, for their relief; and return 
their thanks to infinite goodneſs, as the 
ſource, whence they receive all their bleſſings. 
The 
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The Fews, by ſlaying beaſts, and burning 
incenſe, invocated God, and praiſed and 
bleſſed him for thoſe mercies, of which 
were partakers: but Chriſtians only ſet before 
God bread and wine in the Euchariſt, as figures 
of the precious body and blood of Cbriſt; and 
therefore we can never be ſo properly faid to 
worſhip as Chriſtians, as when we join in ¶ bleſſi 
_ thoſe ſacred myſteries, which Chrift has made MW they 
peculiar to his own religion. And it cannot MW men 
be imagined, that this ſervice, which was MW Can 
ordained as the peculiar ſervice of Chriſtians, ſenſe 
to diſtinguiſh them from all other worſhipers Ml for 
of the Deity ; and as the principal act, where- 
by we partake of the ſacrifice of Chriſt, made MW No:

for our inheritance. And can he be innocent, 
who has ſo little eſteem for theſe glorious 
bleſſings, as to neglect the means, to which 
they are annexed, and deſpiſe the beſt inſtru- 
ments of advancing his ſpiritual welfare? 
Can we imagine, that he retains a grateful 
ſenſe of thoſe ſtupendous benefits, purchaſed 
for us by the death of Chriſt, who refuſes to 
give ſuch an eaſy inſtance of a thankful heart? 
No: he, who turns his back on the means of 
grace, has too juſt cauſe to fear, that he has 
no right to the hopes of glory. 

If therefore we deſire not to be found guilty, 
at the laſt day, of diſobedience to a poſitive 
command of Chriſt, and of the wilful contempt 
of his dying words, his laſt parting injunction; 
if we are at all concerned to proclaim to the 
world,, that we are really the diſciples of the 
crucified JESUS; if we deſire to grow in grace, 
and improve in every Chriſtian virtue; if we 
are ſolicitous to obtain the pardon of our ſins, 
and be partakers of the benefits of Cbriſt's 
paſſion; we muſt conſtantly attend this holy 


ordinance, as often as the good Providence of 
God affords us an opportunity. 


As it is the ſevere ſentence of him who 
eateth and drinketh unworthily, that he is 
| ” * guilty 
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guilty of the body and blood of the Lord, 
and eateth and drinketh damnation to him- 
ſelf; ſo the ſentence of God is equally ſevere 
againſt thoſe, who, being invited, refuſe to 
come: for he hath ſaid, That they ſhall not 
taſte of his ſupper, Luke xiv. ver. 16. to 29, 
And our Saviour hath declared, That unleſß 
we eat the fleſh of the Son of man, and drink 
bis blood, we have no life in us, John vi. 3. 
From the danger then of unworthy receiving, 
we ought not to infer, that we may ſafely 
ſtay away; for that I have ſhewn to be equally 
dangerous: but rather to conclude with St. 
Paul, Therefore let a man examine himſelf, and 
ſa let him eat of that bread, and drink of that 
cup.
